tten page. General Wallace' 
great book "Ben-Hur" is beyond doubt 
most interesting volume, but how 
infinitely more impressive is the act- 
ual presentation of these deeds set 
down. The series of word pictures per- 
taining to Christ's life in this dram- 
atization are most ably selected from 
the novel by Willian Young, but the 
play is by no means a picture of the 
life of the Redeemer. The salient 
earthly points of the novel, not the 
strictly religious, are what the dram- 
atist selected and for that reason 
'Ben-Hur" is full of common inter- 
est regardless of belief or creed.

The County Unit bill was de- 
feated in the Senate by a vote 
of 22 to 13. Its defeat is attribut 
ed to Senator elect Bradley who 
did much hard work to bring- 
about the result, and Senator 
Rives, who was a member of the 
Committie on Religion and Mor- 
als, in whose hands the Measure 
had been placed; also three 
Democratic Senators who voted 
with Senator Rives.

Let us study His teaching, 
imitate Hisexample and love Him con- 
tinually, for what He is and what He 
has done for us.

that means Mr. "So and So." Nay, 
you're mistaken; it means you, if you 
are giulty. Now be manly or womanly 
^nd franklystate;"Ihaveno real love 
for the church, my piety is all gone 
and the church no longer affords plea- 
sure or satisfaction. There is no con- 
geniality there and the gospel is be- 
come to me a dull and uninteresting 
theme."
